W 


HEN the code of ethics which obtains between man and man is ac- 


cepted by nations in their dealings with each other we can safely *ay 


that all danger of wars is at an end. 
In our private, but not in our national 


lives we hare abandoned the methods of the highwayman, and we have pros- 
pered by It 


We either arbitrate our personal differences or call in a policeman. 
But 


In our Intenational relations we still believe that each should go armed, carry 
a chip on each shoulder and brag and boast and strut after the manner of the 
jungle folks, and Instead of using language as a means to convey thot it Is 
used by the mdst cunning schools of diplomats a« the means of concealing it. 


It was MachlavelH who taught In the dead past that while the individual 


may be bound by conscience, the state Is influenced solely by self Interest; that 
while the individual's action Is governed by right, the state is free to exercise 
might instead, that not in peace, but in war Is to be found the highest destiny 
of the state. 
Bernhardi skillfully fixed up the same ethical code for Ger- 


many and after two or three generations of that sort of teaching in the schools 
and universities, from the pulpit and in the press, Germany felt prepared to 
go forth on a war for -world dominion. 


Whether that evil spirit has been sufficiently lirked out of Germany the 


future alone can tell. 
In the meanwhile we in America have our own similar 


problem to solve. For years the term PrusManlsm was a clench in the nos- 
trils of the civilized world 
It is up to us now and here to keep the term 


Americanism from sharing the same fate. 


We could have stajed out of the war, but in answer to the plea of duty 


entered It, brot Germany to her Icnees and, it IB to be hoped, to her 
sensrs 


But we should never forget that it was no plea of national aggrandizement 
that took us Into the war. 
No appeal to pelf Interest, no thot of material gain 


caused us to fight the Hun. 
It was because wo believed that we owed a dutj 


to humanity that we espoused the side of Franco and England and not the 
hope that we would profit in dollars and rents 


But the old Machiavellian idea of one moral standard for the Individual 


and another for the state is not dead 
It lives and nourishes here in America. 


For months men who pose as statesmen have repudiated ihe idea on which 
•we entered the war. 
They now gay that America owes humanity nothing, that 


her sole duty Is to herself 


It Is a pleasure to record that not all Americans are animated by this un- 


moral, unworthy conception of the state 
Secretary of State Co!h% In a recent 


speech defined Americanism in the only way that can prevent it from becom 
Ing as obnoxious a term as Germanism. 


He emphasized the selfishnpRB of isolation in prosperity 
The policy of 


looking out for Number One and letting the rest of the world go to the devil, Is 
not only immoral but shortsighted. 
The profounder truth Is that whatever is 


Immoral is had pollcj. 


The wicked greed of profiteer Nations slays them as surely as the glutton} 


and egotism of the individual slay him 


"The world,' he said, "is reallv at the brink not of a great disaster hut of 


utter disaster. 
Let us not he profiteers upon our geographical position 


"Possession implies stewardship. 
Power implies responsibility and them 


rests upon this great and powerful republic, blessed above a!l lands., fortunate 
beyond the dreams of (ho men who founded this country, there rests upon it 
a reciprocal duty to the world, a duty that we should undertake happilv. sober- 
ly, responsibly, to administer our wealth, to apportion our power in great works 
of modest succor and relief to those who are less fortunate 


"Let us give of our political power, of our political experience, of our com 


merclal strength, of our pecuniary power, to the succor and relief of this sorely 
afflicted world. 
It is not only our duty as human beings, but it is the only 


enlightened policy " 


What Mr Colby said, in this speech made upon an occasion to stimulate 


private charity, ought to be said not only in every pulpit of the land, but also 
In the political hustings, in our national legislative bodies and from the chair 
of the President. 


This Is the real, underlying political issue- Shall America be great accord- 


Ing to Machiavelll, or according to the best known ethics of the individual ap 
piled to the State?
